A look at the misdirected letter case 
in the lobby at the postoffice will give 
anyone an idea of how careless people 
are in m ailing letters and post cards. 
Some are mailed without any address, 
some with a wrong address, some with 
only p art of an address, some with no 
postage o r with an insufficient am ount 
of postage. 
Every year hundreds of 
letters and post cards are sent to the 
dead letter office a t W ashington, DUCT 
because of some of the above m istakes 
and the to tal num ber in the United 
States runs into the millions. 
Of the 
total num ber that are posted in Sey­ 
mour only about ten per cent are 
eyer called for by 
the person who 
puts them in the office and the other 
nine-tenths criticise the postal service 
for inefficiency. 
The careless person 
seldom looks over the list of letters 
and cards that are posted in the lobby 
of the postoffice. 
At the present time more th an half 
I and sometimes two-thirds o r m ore of 
the pieces held here are post cards. 
A large per cent of these are held for 
postage. 
Some people seem to forget 
the difference 
between the modern 
commercial post card aud the official 
governm ent postal card and conse- 
quently mail their cards without any 
postage whatever. 
Others 
merely 
forget and mail their card without any 
postage as they would sometimes mail 
a letter the same way. 
Many people ■ 
put post card s in the office which the 
postoffice departm ent has ruled are 
unm ailable.

Inventor of Telephone Now Seeking to 
Conquer the Air. 
Halifax, N. S., Nov. 30.—Dr. Alexan­ 
der Graham Bell, the famous inventor 
of the telephone, has completed his 
experiments at Bras d’Or lake with his 
flying machine, the aerodrome, as he 
names it, and is ready to make a pub­ 
lic trial of the machine this week. He- 
is confident that it will surpass the re­ 
cent records made by the Wrights and 
others. 
Professor Bell proposes to launch his 
aerodrome by means of a platform 
placed on two powerful racing motor 
boats. The boats will run up into the 
outer Bras d’Or lake, and when a speed 
of 18 knots is attained the aerodrome 
will be released.

Distotecting Sewer Gas. 
T he city of Winnipeg announces that 
it lias discovered a good way to render 
sewer 
gas harmless, 
the escaping of 
which is such a great cause of discase. 
The plau adopted at Winnipeg is u sim­ 
ple one. and consists of a device by 
which the street gus lamps are made to 
burn the bacteria which exist 
in the 
sewer gas. 
Lamps were put up beside 
manholes and a pipe from the sewer was 
extended up to the mantle of the burner; 
when the gas was lighted the sewer gun 
was turned on and. as it passel! through 
the flame, was disinfected. 
It was ex­ 
amined before it reached the burner, and 
the plates exposed to it were found to 
contain more th an 300 dangerous germs. 
but on the plates exposed to the disin­ 
fected gas not a germ was found. 
The 
l>lan appears feasible so far as it goes, 
lint as it does not provide for the disin­ 
fection of the gas during the day much 
of the danger from the sewer gas re­ 
m ains.- Pathfinder. 


Decay of Building Season. 
The causes of decay in building stones 
are various and depend on the physical 
structure 
of the stone, its 
composition 
and the nature of the surounding 
a t­ 
mosphere. 
The most destructive agent 
to which the stone is exposed is min 
or a moist atmosphere, and also, in a 
minor degree, wind, frost ami smoke. 
The 
air 
of 
large 
towns 
is 
usually 
charged with various deleterious acids; 
these acids are dissolved by th*1 rain, 
which penetrates the stone in a greater 
or less degree according to its physical 
structure, and combines with 
the con­ 
stituents of the stone, causing it to de­ 
cay, so that any contrivance that will 
cheek tile admission of water will be 
most likely to succeed in arresting de­ 
cay.— Building World. 


Making Blood Oranges. 

Petersburg a young girl eating 
a blood orange raised a cry and began to 
spit blood. She had swallowed the brok­ 
en point of the needle of an injection 
syringe. 
It was removed and was found 
still to contain a certain quantity of red 
aniline dye.

English newspaper published iii 
Ja p a n printed at tine time an interesting 
synopsis of the rules which the public 
schools of that country were teaching 
their pupils on the subject of the treat­ 
ment of foreigners. 
This synopsis is reprinted in a recent 
book, “The Empire of the East,” by H. 
I*. Montgomery, and is accompanied by 
some 
interesting filets concerning the 
schools of Japan. The rules are as fol­ 
lows: 
Never call after 
foreigners 
passing 
along the streets or toads. 
W hen foreigners make inquiries an­ 
swer them politely. 
If unahle to make 
them understand inform the police of 
the fact. 
Never accept a present from a for­ 
eigner when there is no reason for his 
giving it, and never charge him anything 
above what is proper. 
Do not crowd around a shop when 
a foreigner is making purchases, there­ 
by causing him much annoyance. 
The 
continuance of this practice disgraces us 
as a nation. 
Since all human beings are brothers 
and sisters there is no reason for fear­ 
ing foreigners. 
T reat them as equals 
and act-uprightly 4»—all your—dealings 
with them. 
Be neither servile nor arro­ 
gant. 
Beware of combining against the for­ 
eigner and disliking him because he is a 
foreigner; men are to be judged by their 
conduct and not, by their nationality. 
As intercourse with foreigners becomes 
closer and extends over a series of years 
there is danger that m any Japanese may 
become enamored of their ways and cus­ 
toms and forsake the good old customs 
of their forefathers. Against this danger 
you must be on your guard. 
Taking off your hat is the proper way 
to salute a foreigner. T he bending of the 
body low is not to be commended. 
Hold in high regard the worship of an­ 
cestors and treat your relations with 
warm cordiality, but do not regard a 
person as your enemy because he or she 
is El Christian. 
Beware of selling your souls to for­ 
eigners and becoming their slaves. Sell 
them no houses or lands. 
Aim at not being beaten in your com­ 
petition with foreigners. Remember that 
loyalty and filial piety 
are our most 
precious national treasures, and do noth­ 
ing to violate them.—New York Sun.

Burn Sugar in Sick Rooms. 
Consul General Guenther writes from 
F rankfort that in many parts of Europe 
it is customary among the people to 
burn sugar in sick 
looms, a 
practice 
which is considered by physicians as an 
innocent superstition, neither beneficial 
nor harmful. He adds; “ Prof. Trilbert 
of the Pasteur institute of Paris, has, 
however, 
demonstrated 
recently 
that 
burning sugar develops formic acet.ylene- 
hydrogen, one of the most powerful anti­ 
septic gases known. 
Five grams of su­ 
gar (77.16 grains) were burned under a 
glass bell holding ten quarts. 
After the 
vapor had cooled bacilli of typhus, tuber­ 
culosis, 
cholera, 
smallpox, 
etc., 
were 
placed in the bill in open glass tubes and 
within half an hour all the microbes 
were dead. 
If sugar is burned in a 
closed vessel containing petrified meat or 
tile contents of rotten e g g s the offensive 
odor disappears nt once.

disinfecting 
qualities of 
burnt sugar 
appears, 
therefore, 
well 
founded.

Initiating the Young 
as 
Full Fledged 
Members of a Tribe. 
All the peoples in the world have been 
given to marking the coming of age of 
their young folk w ith some kind of cere­ 
monial. 
In central Africa this is quite 
a serious business. A few of the customs 
in use among certain tribes are horrible; 
but in the main they show a kind of 
good sense. 
Among the Yao people, the principal 
figure in all the initiations or coming of 
age mysteries is a man called the rat­ 
tler o f the tails. 
II** makes play with 
ti bunch of wild cat tails, wild cats be­ 
ing creatures which play a hading pa rf 
in th** witch doctor’s medicines. 
This 
official communicates st ll kinds of knowl­ 
edge to the young i d e a s of the tribe dur­ 
ing th** c o u p l e of mouths devoted to their 
initiation ceremonies. 
He lectures ou 
the customs of the tribe and on morals. 
H e teaches unselfishness, for instance, 
and among these tribes the man who 
refuses to share his food with another 
is jeered at as “uninitiated.” 
During these ceremonies the boys re­ 
ceive new names, and if you want to in­ 
sult them past all forgiveness you have 
merely to address them by their child­ 
hood’s 
names after 
they 
have passed 
through the initiation ceremonies. 
The aliya go, or

with girls, lasts only on** month, and in­ 
cludes itll kinds of practical teaching as 
t«. agriculture ami household work, the 
grinding of corn arui the like.

natives have closed and sh u tte re d their 
stores and business houses, and have 
put bars across the doors and w indows 1 
of th e ir residences. 
T here is an lin­ 
eny feeling am ong the foreigners n o t-; 
w ithstan ding the presence in th e har­ 
bor of the w arships of the 
United 
S tates and France, from which forces I 
unquestionably will be landed if the 
lr gen I a— snccefd— in— pausing—rite-- 
gates of the city, or at the first sign 
of disorder and pillage. 
Flags of dif­ 
ferent 
nations 
are flying from the j 
hom es of m any foreign resid en ts, the I 
m ark ets are deserted, and the country 
people, upon whom the city depends 
for ifs su s l(‘nance, have fled precipi­ 
tately and refuse to return. 
Th** situation has become so grave j 
that an official proclamation has been 
Issued convoking the cham bers in ex­ 
tra o rdinary session so that m easures 
may be taken to preserve the govern­ 
m ent, or at least to effect a coni pro- i 
mise w ith the revolutionary leaders. 
T here is great fear today th a t the d is -1 
affected body of Haitians in this city

( ral Carneau, the chief of police, has 
sent him out on a special mission. 
while General Nail, who also is one of 
the chief police officials, has been re- 1 
placed by General Hyaeinthe, for the 
sam e reason. 
The streets are c o n tin -1 
ually 
natrolled by bodies of troops 
who m aintain order, but this is a s i n e } 
pie m a tte r, as many of the s tre e ts are 
deserted, th e people having betaken 
them selves to their barricaded houses. j 
So far as can be seen all of the officers 
and soldiers h e n 1 rem ain loyal and are 
faring th e coming of the revolutionists 
calmly. 
T h ree divisions of troops are I 
entrenched at the convergence of three I 
roads several miles outside th*1 city, 
and it Is not expected th a t General 
Sim on’s forces will reach the cross­ 
roads until tomorrow.
